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REMARKS. 


Another school year has come to a close, and in compliance 
with the provision of the Statutes, the undersigned present to 
the town this, their Seventh Annual Report. 

It is our wish that every one may know all the ins and outs 
of our schools. In reviewing the work accomplished by the 
schools, it may be said with truth that a: no time since the ad- 
vent of the new law, have they been so uniformly successful 
and so free from disturbing elements as in the year just passed. 
Each year has witnesssd a steady growth in the god character 
and efficiency of our schools. We readily call to mind how un- 
der the old law, the rich and well-to-do district invariably 
monopolized the services of the best i:structors, while other 
parts of the town, less favored in this particular, were forced to 
content themselves with teachers of little experience and be 
satisfied with briefer terms of school. 

The inception of the new law wrought a radical change in 
this matter, since under it, all schools throughout the town have 
been the same length, andin selecting and assigning teachers , 
to their respective. positions, the peculiar requirements of each 
school have been constantly kept in view. Consequently,what- 
ever growth has been attained,has been uniform,andthe pupils in 
no part of the town have enjoyed advantages denied to others. 
During the last year, the schools have averaged thirty-three 
weeks in length. It may be possible that the expense incurred 
in repairs made in maintaining school buildings during the past 
three years may incline some to the belief thai the present law 
in its working is not so economical as the old district system, 
but it should be borne in mind that the neglect which made 
these repairs necessary was clearly chargeable to the old order 
of things. During the last year, the school-house at Rowe’s 
Corner has been thoroughly repaired; new floor, new seats, a 
new chimney, replastered, and the house painted. For the 
coming year, the expenses for repairs need not be larze. 

Your committee would recommend raising some money °* 
every year for repairs. The subject of ventilating the school 
rooms atthe village your school board {already have under 
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advisement. It is the duty*of every parent not only to know 
what results his child reaches at school, but also the means 
adopted by his teacher to bring about those results. If parents 
will acquaint themselves with the work at school, wonderful 
changes for the better would be sure to follow. It is a strange 
fact that parents will turn over their children to the charge of 
an entire stranger, to be educated and morally trained by one 
on whom they have never set their eyes. There is no parent 
who would not exercise or manifest more interest in the train- 
ing of acolt than this. Let pareats be free in their talk with 
the teacher, to bring abouta clear understanding in regard to 
the child’s disposition, express any wish they may have re- 
garding any branch of study or method of moral training: 
When this is done, hard feelings will have no place in our 
schools. We have felt that there is a disposition on the part of 
one or two teachers to be satisfied with their work in the same 
degree that it gives satisfaction to those whose children they 
have in charge. The bad results affect the whole school. Not 
until the public are ready to show a spirit of condemnation of 
poor results, and appreciation of good, can we expect to have 
occasion to be proud of the standing of our schools as a whole. 
A spirit of friendliness and affection between teacher and 
pupils is indispensable to success, and itis a pleasure to be 
able to report the existence of such a spirit in our town. We 
believe the school register shows a large amount of tardy and 
absent marks that might be avoided if parents felt more in- 
terest in the education of their children. In most of the 
schools the daily program is interspersed with lively music, and 
all are cheered and elevated by the exercise.

Teachers have been encouraged to be natural, original, ingen- 
jous, in their work and by this means their labors have not oniy 
been more valuable to their schools but also more interesting 
to themselves.
